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IHTRODUCTION 

This  population  report  is  being  issued  by  the  Council 
in  an  effort  to  assist  local  conmunities  and  other  public 
and  private  agencies  in  their  planning  activities.  The 
volxome  of  requests  for  community  population  data  and  projec- 
tions received  by  the  Council  and  the  variety  of  stated  uses 
of  this  information  is  convincing  evidence  of  the  potential 
usefulness  of  such  a  report. 

Population  data  may  be  of  interest  for  its  own  sake, 
or  as  an  input  for  determining  market  potential,  educational 
facility  needs,  housing  markets,  transit  and  highway  needs, 
health  facilities,  or  shopping  center  locations  at  local, 
subregional  or  regional  levels. 

Because  estimates  and  projections  of  population  are  so 
basic,  the  availability  of  an  interrelated  set  of  community 
projections  is  essential.  These  community  projections  were 
derived  within  the  context  of  a  projected  regional  control 
total  (derived  by  an  age,  sex,  race  specific  cohort  survival 
model)  and  under  community-specific  assumptions  relative  to 
migration  rates  and  land  capacity  and  changes  in  relative 
accessibility.  The  wider  opportunity  of  choice  concerning 
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Metropolitan  Boston's  development  over  the  period  1975-1990 
is  reflected  in  the  range  of  population  shown  for  1990,  ^•'■' 
It  is,  however,  important  to  emphasize  at  the  outset 
that  these  are  projections  of  future  population  levels  and 
age  composition,  not  predictions.  The  difference  is  not  vm- 
important.   Projections  are  based  upon  a  combination  of  as- 
sumptions about  future  mortality,  fertility,  and  migration 
rates,  as  well  as  zoning  practices,  land  availability  and 
economic  activity.   Prediction,  on  the  other  hand,  implies 
a  degree  of  foresight  and  certainty  which  these  statistics 
do  not  pretend  to  possess, 

STUDY  AREA 

The  Metropolitan  Boston  Area  includes  111  communities 
in  Eastern  Massachusetts  as  shown  in  Figure  1,  This  area  in- 
cludes those  communities  which  are  members  of  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council  and  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council, 
plus  some  additional  communities  which  were  included  in  the

For  ease  of  presentation  and  analysis.  Metropolitan 
Boston  has  been  divided  into  seven  other  sujbareass   six 
sectors  and  a  Core  area  composed  of  five  cities  and  one 
town  (see  Figure  2),  The  sectors,  to  a  large  extent,  re- 
flect major  highway-transit  corridors,  as  well  as  general 
socio-economic  and  land  use  similarities  among  the  commu- 
nities within  them.  The  six  commxanity  Core  represents  the 
area  of  employment  concentration,  as  well  as  poverty,  poor 
housing,  and  general  similarities  in  land  use  and  socio- 
economic characteristics. 

PROJECTIONS^"^' 

The  projected  total  population  for  the  Metropolitan 
Boston  Area  (111  communities)  in  1S90  is  4,062,200,  an  in-

crease  of  1,147,000,  or  39  percent,  over  the  1960  figure. 
As  indicated  in  Table  1,  the  growth  of  population  will  be 
much  more  pronounced  in  the  1975-1990  period,  than  in  the 
present  15-year  period,  1960-1975, 

The  greater  rate  of  growth  for  Metropolitan  Boston  in 
the  period  subsequent  to  1975  is  consistent  with  projections 
for  the  United  States,  New  England,  and  Massachusetts  made 
by  the  U,  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  However,  as  shown  in 
Table  2,   Metropolitan  Boston  is  expected  to  grow  at  a  slower 
rate  than  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  but  more  rapidly 
than  either  Massachusetts  or  New  England  over  the  twenty- 
five  year  period,  1960  -  1985,

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The  Council  District   (92  communities),  already  con- 
stituting a  large  proportion  of  Metropolitan  Boston,  closely 
reflects  the  projected  population  changes.  Although  there 
is  an  expected  increase  over  the  thirty  years  of  almost  a 
million  people,  this  increase  represents  a  relative  growth 
of  only  35  percent  —  while  the  population  changes  in  the 
remaining  nineteen  communities  on  the  periphery  of  Metro- 
politan Boston  are  projected  to  increase  by  slightly  over 
150  percent. 

Sector  Growth 

The  anticipated  regional  population  growth,  by  Core 
and  sectors  (see  Table  3),  exhibits  three  major  points  of 
interest: 

1.  Overall  the  Core  declines  in  population. 
However,  the  initial  decline  from  1960  to 
1975  is  expected  to  be  partially  offset  by 
a  slight  increase  from  1975  to  1990. 

2,  The  six  radial  sectors  show  three  distinct 
rates  of  growth ; 

The  Northeast  and  the  North  sectors 
both  increase  by  approximately  forty 
percent  (the  regional  rate) . 

The  Northwest  and  the  West  each  increase 
by  about  sixty  percent  (fifty  percent 
more  than  the  regional  average) , 
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The  Southwest  and  the  Southeast  have  the 
two  largest  percent  increases  —  124  and 
94  percent  respectively. 

3.  In  terms  of  absolute  numbers,  there  are  four 
basic  groupings  among  the  six  sectors: 

The  North  and  Nortliwest  each  gain  almost 
ino,000  people  over  the  thirty-year  period, 
1960  -  1990. 

The  Nor-theast  gains  169,000  people. 

The  West  and  Southwest  each  gain  over 
200,000  people,  and 

The  Southeast  gains  over  425,000  people 
during  the  thirty-year  span,  or  over  one- 
third  of  the  absolute  increase  for  Metro- 
politan Boston. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  population  within  Metro- 
politan Boston  will  change  substantially.  The  most  dramatic 
change  will  be  in  the  Core,  where  the  relative  concentration 
of  population  will  drop  from  35  percent  of  the  Area's  popula- 
tion in  1960  to  23  percent  or  less  by  1990.  With  the  exception 
of  the  North,  which  will  have  a  slight  relative  decline,  all 
other  sectors  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  will  experience  an  in- 
crease in  their  relative  share  of  the  Metropolitan  population. 

Age  Distribution 

The  average  age  of  tho  r<'P"1ation  in  Metropolitan  Boston 
is  expected  to  decline  steadily  over  the  projection  period. 
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This  is  indicated  in  Table  5  by  the  declining  proportion  of 
total  population  accounted  for  by  the  group  aged  forty-five 
and  over. 

All  sectors  will  tend  to  folloi^  the  same  general  move- 
ment toward  a  declining  average  age.  However,  the  rate  of 
change  will  not  be  \miform  across  the  region.  The  net  result 
will  be  to  narrow  the  range  of  differences  among  age  groups 
across  the  region,  and  to  increase  the  similarity  among  sectors 
with  respect  to  age  distribution.  Despite  this  increasing 
homogeneity  of  age  among  subareas,  the  Core  is  projected  to 
continue  to  have  the  oldest  population  in  1990.   Twenty-eight 
percent  of  the  population  in  the  Core  is  expected  to  be  over 
the  age  of  45,  compared  to  35,3  percent  in  1960. 

Community  Projections 

Figures  4  and  5  svimmarize  the  projected  growth  of  popula- 
tion in  the  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  Population  Study 
Area, 

The  rate  of  growth  of  community  population  is  not  ran- 
domly distributed  across  the  region,  but  rather  tends  to 
follow  relatively  defined  patterns  of  development.  Observa- 
tions in  this  and  other  metropolii  have  led  to  the  suggestion. 
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and  theory,  that  population  growth  occurs  in  a  ripple-like 
pattern  outward  from  the  center.  Obviously,  this  ring-growth 
pattern  is  not  perfect  due  to  distortions  created  by  typo- 
graphy and  the  transportation  system.  Nevertheless,  the 
community  projections  indicate  that  this  past  pattern  will 
continue  in  its  main  outline. 

Four  of  the  six  commxmities  where  the  population  is 
projected  to  decline  between  1950  and  1990  are  located  in 
the  Core,  The  fifteen  communities  projected  to  grow  between 
0  and  25  percent  lie  just  outside  the  Core  area.  The  10 
communities  projected  to  increase  25  ~  50  percent  between 
1960  and  1990  generally  lie  in  a  ring  on  Route  128.  The  pat- 
tern of  increasingly  higher  growth  rates  in  successively  more 
distant  rings  becomes  less  well-defined.   This  is  due,  in 
part,  to  changes  in  relative  accessibility,  the  pattern  of 
regional  open  space,  and  assumptions  regarding  local  develop- 
ment controls,  Nevertheless,  the  main  elements  of  increasing 
rates  of  growth  in  an  ordered  outward  pattern  does  prevail.
